Mao touched off the purge 


soon after his appearance last 
Oct. 
1. Quitting Peking in No- 


vember, 
he retired to South 


China and drew up another of 
his blueprints for 
remolding 


China's masses. He ordered the 
army to plunge deeper into work 
and farm projects, called on 
farmers to get into industrial 
production, on factory workers 
to do parttime farming, cut the 
university course from four to 
one or two years. It was his an- 
swer to those who had dared to 
criticize and oppose him.

Experienced

Navy has a critical shortage of 
experienced 
line officers for 


surface ships <md is looking for 
ways to interest them to stay in 
uniform longer, Navy Depart- 
ment officials said today, 


Navy statistics show that the 


over-all retention rate among 
officers in the three Navy serv- 
ices — submarine, aviation and 
surface line — has fallen to a. 
present low of 38.7 per cent 


meaning barely one In three 
officers decides to stay on in the 
service. 


For the noncareer officers the 


retention rate is 20.7 per cent. 
Officials report that it is even 
lower than that for surface line 
officers, although the Navy does 
not 
provide 
specific 
break- 


downs. 


The low retention rate has 


resulted in a shortage of 4,500 
officers — about 43 per cent — 
among the commander, lieuten- 
ant commander and lieutenant 
ranks of the submarine and sur- 
face line services.

PORTLAND," Ore. (AP)-Doz- 


ens of investigators hunted for 
clues today in the mountain ra- 
vine 
into which an airliner 


crashed, killing all 18 persons 
board. 


The West Coast Airlines DC9 


went down Saturday night in the 
rugged terrain about 30 miles 
southeast of Portland. 


It took 17 hours to find the 


wreckage 
and 
another 
three 


hours to find a way to it. The 
only way turned out to be by 
air. The forest was like a jun- 
gle. There were no trails. Only a 
helicopter could get in, landing 
in a mountain meadow a quar- 
ter-mile from the crash. 


The impact came as the jet 


descended the western slope of 
the Cascade range. 


The plane almost made it. It 


was do-™ to the 4,000-foot level, 
and if it had not been for a 4,- 
200-foot ridge, the plane could 
have glided into Portland Air- 
port on a flight from Eugene, 
Ore., 100 miles to the south. 


The first question for crash 


investigators is why the pilot, 
who was flying on instruments, 
apparently thought he was high- 
er than 4,200 feet. 


Officials said he reported he 


was 10 minutes out of Portland. 
Ground control gave him per- 
mission to drop from 14,000 feet. 
He was asked to report when he 
got to 12,000 feet, and in no case 
to go below 9,000 feet without 
repotting. 


At that point the radar con- 


troller 
said the plane disap- 


peared from the radar scope. 
That meant it crashed, but at 
th-.- 4,000-foot level instead of the 
12,000 ur 9,000.

UN to Have 
Hard Time

aggravation of U.S.-Soviet rela- 
tions — will precede agreement 
on a successor to Secretary- 
General U Thant. 


The list of those mentioned for 


the post is not promising. Some 
have been ticked off as unquali- 
fied, while others are obviously 
unacceptable to all the big pow- 
ers. 


That 
is why the diplomats 


have been reluctant to begin the 
search until they are convinced 
that Thant will not reconsider 
his decision to step down at the 
end of the year. 


The choice of a secretary-gen- 


eral involves a large element of 
chance, and the question in the 
minds of many is how long the 
United 
Nations can count on 


getting such men as Thant, Dag 
Hammarskjold and Trygve Lie. 


Under the U.N. Charter 
the 


office of secretary-general is 
open to all. In practice many 
distinguished leaders are barred 
by unwritten law, tradition and 
the threat of a big power veto. 


It has been accepted by now 


that the secretary-general must 
come from a small, nonaligned 
country and must be acceptable 
to all the big powers. This nar- 
rows the field to those who have 
either been relatively obscure 
or who have avoided involve- 
ment in major controversies. 


As Lie himself tells it, "It was 


generally agreed that the secre- 
tary-general should not be an 
American 
because this would 


give too much to a single mem- 
ber 
nation. The United States 


itself 
took the view that an 


American should not be secre- 
tary-general." 


The big powers decided each 


would have a representative in 
the "cabinet" of the secretary- 
general. This was put into prac- 
tice by Lie, although he felt that 
this decision encroached on his 
own authority to select his as-

Peck Order is this: 


In the miniature game preserve 


I keep behind my house there are 
two native white geese, two Cana-

The native white geese eat 


first. Then the Canadian Honk- 
ers — and the Mallards last. 
Anyone who breaks from his 
place In the chow line gets a 
tail-feather jerked out. 


If a Honker happens to be in 


' feeding cage first and the 


larger native geese come in, 
the Honker bows out gracefully 
before the gathering storm. If 
the smaller Mallards are in thero 
irst and any of the big birds ap« 
pear the ducks panic and rush 
out as though the premises were 
on fire.

Powered Auto 
May Return 


DETROIT (AP) - Ford Motor 


Co. reported today it has achieve- 
ed a major breakthrough 
by 


developing a new type battery 
which could pave the way for re- 
turn of the electric-powered auto 
to U. S. highways. 


Michael Ference Jr., Ford vice 


president for scientific research 
said the new battery could store 
up to 15 times as much energy 
as present lead-acid storage bat- 
teries. 


The firm disclosed Sept. 15 


that it was working on the elec- 
tric car project. 


Ference said in a prepared 


statement that Ford Motor Co. 
and

joined forces to build two proto- 
type models of the proposed 
electric car. 


The two companies described 


the new product, the first exper- 
imental model of which is being 
built in England now, as "a low- 
cost, subcompact limited per- 
formance 'city car' to carry two 
adults and two passengers."

•over. Save it. If you need a 
piece, it will save your hav- 
ing to buy a w h o l e roll. 
Chicken wire is great around 
the garden to keep out small 
animals and around young 
trees to keep them 
from 


chewing the b a r k . E x t r a 
screening is good for repairs 
and can be used to sift top 
soil. 


Save Old Frames 


Old storm doors and window 


frames may seem useless but 
they are not. Make a frame- 
work of lumber and set it on 
the ground, put the door or 
window on top and you have 
a cold frame. Or prop the 
window or door against the 
house and use plastic on the 
sides. 


Pipes may look rusty but 


they may be sound. Throw 
away badly bent lengths and 
save the rest. Even if you 
don't need it for plumbing, 
consider how useful a piece 
of pipe is as a brace for a 
young tree.
